plan was selected by the prop- 
erly owners, 

Much concern has been voiced 
regarding the half-moon struc: 
tures on the street corners. Al- 
though the contract has been 
signed and much of the work 
completed, the Council is current- 
ly evaluating this situation. The 
half-moons serve a multiple fune- 
tion. They are to provide pro- 
tection for autos turning onto 
Solano Avenue and allow the pe- 
destrian a clearer view of oncom- 
ing traffic. I believe it import- 
ant to stress the half-moon strue- 
tures do not extend into the 
street as much as the rear bump- 
ers of autos parked on the street 


before the widening of Solano 
Avenue, 

Many ' questions have been 
raised regarding the parking sit- 
uation. The Solano Avenue prop- 
erty owners approved the plan 
which called for a decrease in 
parking on the Avenue to be com- 
pensated by off-street parking.
